To the 
sifting out of this material ail effort 
of the defense are now being directed 
and in this work the efforts of many 
detectives have been enlisted. It is 
a task which must be 
accomplished 


quickly too, because. Thaw's attorneys 
do not know how much time will be 
allowed them.

Wholesale dealers in fireworks 
and explosives report a heavy trade. 
The retailers are now. stocked 
up 


and ready to supply young America 
with the wherewithal to celebrate the 
anniversary of the nation's birth.

ANNU41 OUTING 


Xew York, June 29—After fighting 


against death for more than 22 hours 
Jeremiah Fisher, a plumber, was res- 
cued alive yesterday from a sand pit 
at Tompkinsville, Staten Island, 
in 


which he had been imprisoned since 
11 o'clock the day before. The res- 
cued man is in a pitiable condition 
from exhaustion, however, and it is 
not certain that he will survive the 
effects of his frightful ordeal. 


When the rescuers began to aban- 


don hope of getting Fisher out alive 
they reluctantly decided to notify his 
family of his predicament, and 
his 


wife, mother and brother were wit- 
nesses of the all night fight for life 
which followed. Hundreds of pei- 
sons from various parts of the island 
had nocked to the scene, and many of 
them remained all night. An ambu- 
lance with physicians and nurses also 
stood by in constant readiness, and 
two clergymen waited the call to ad- 
minister the last rites. 


All through the night the rescaers 


labored under the glare of torches, 
and when daylight came 
they had 


succeeded in uncovering the impris- 
oned man's body as far down as the 
hips. Then ropes were attached un- 
der Fisher's jetms, but even the com- 
bined strength of 20 men failed to 
move the imprisoned man an inch. 
Fisher then was unconscious, and th.e 
physicians who had been 
watching 


his condition declared that there re- 
mained only the faintest hope of uis 
surviving longer. 


The rescuers stuck to their task, 


however, and hours later, when the 
last obstacle was removed 
and the 


senseless form of Fisher was drawn 
from the stifling hole, a spark of life 
still lingered. His condition was ex- 
tremely critical, but the physicians 
said there remained a chance that he 
might recover.
